tion of a substitute bill, which he of- 
fered. 
This action brought forth a 


storm of protest from the friends of 
the bill, for If the bill went to a vote It 
would have passed by an overwhelming 
majority. 


Small! of Churohlll. in his anxiety to 


overcome the substitute 
offered 
by 


Dodge, moved that consideration of the 
amended bill be postponed Indefinitely. 
This motion was seconded by a dozen 
Assemblymen and on being put was 
carried. 


Then came the suprise when Speaker 


Platt announced the result. 


"Gentlemen, I am sorry to say but 


according to the rules by your action 
you have tilso postponed action on the 
main bill. 
The vote on the substi- 


tute carried with It the original bill 
and it must therefore go over Indefi- 
nitely." 


Whether the measure will be killed 


Is not yet a definitely settled question 
and during this afternoon and tonight 
has caused much discussion. It is un- 
derstood the majority will again call 
It up today and being overruled by the 
chair will appeal from the decision and 
resurrect the measure.

There is little doubt but it

HEARST MAKES 


GRAVE CHARGE 


IN THE HOUSE 


Accuses a Brother Member of Being a 


Murderer, and Remains Firm 


During Heated Debate 


WASHINGTON, IX C., Feb 
13.— 


Not In recent years has the House wlt-( 
nessed such a spectacle as It did today' 
with Mr. Sullivan of Massachusetts 
and William R. Hearst of New York 
as centra] figures both Indulged in per- 
sonalities of the 
gravest character 


and stirred the House so as to arouse 
among certain members a feeling of 
greatest indignation. 


Sullivan heaped upon Hearst a tirade 


of denunciation, while the latter by 
an Implication charged Sullivan with 
complicity in a murder. 


The affair grew out of the recent dis- 


cussion of the freight rate question in 
the House when Sullivan Inquired of 
Lamar of Florida, who was favoring 
the Hearst bill, why Hearst did not 
defend his own bill. 
This was fol- 


lowed by a criticism of Sullivan in the 
New York American and Journal. 


Several appeals were made to Speak- 


er Cannon to cause the two men to de- 
sist in their abuse of each other. Bpeax- 
e dCannon, however, allowed them to 


proceed. 


Sullivan entirely concluded, but In 


the case of Hearst, the speaker on re- 
consideration, noticing the 'temper of 
the House, decided that accusation of 
homicide against a fellow member was 
unparliamentary because it was calcu- 
lated to provoke discord and disturb- 
ance. 


Almost 
Immediately 
thereafter 


Hearst took his seat, hurling defiance 
and declaring that it would be his 
pride to continue in hostility to indi- 
viduals such as he charged Sullivan to 
be. 


The murder alleged is said to have 


been committed in Boston when Sulli- 
van and his brother were keeping a 
saloon. 
A man was killed in' their 


place and they were Indicted for man- 
slaughter.

THE TRUST PROBLEM 


N 


D reasonable person will deny that the trust problem 


is a difficult one. It Is extremely hard to draw the 


line unfailingly between those combinations of capital 
which are necessary and which wrong nobody, and those 
which are unjust oppressive and injurious. 


Obviously there are industrial enterprises which cannot 


be carried on without large capital—larger than any one 
person interested can furnish, making It an imperative 
necessity fur him to obtain the co-operation of others. 
Just as clearly there Is a difference between this class of 
cases and those in which the combinations are for the pur- 
pose of monopoly—to prevent competition and control 
prices, thereby Injuring others desirous of engaging in the 
same line of business, and also those who occupy the po- 
sition of consumers of the product, or patrons of the bus- 
iness, whatever It may be. 


Nor will It be seriously denied that the progress of dis- 


covery and Invention has created a tendency toward larger 
and larger combinations. A shoemaker, for example, can 
make boots and shoes by hand with almost no capital 
except liis 1 nowlt-dge of the trade, but his business Is nec- 
essarily on a *-m»ll scale. To make boots and shoes by 
machinery requires considerable capital. 
There must be 


a suitable bulkllng in which to do the work, there must be 
expensive mnchiiu-ry, there must be a large stock of ma- 
terial, ami the 10 must be ready money with which to pay 
the operatives. 


No Intelligent person would advocate dispensing with 


machinery and returning to the prlmatlve custom of mak- 
ing, everything by hand. At the same time It Is easy to see 
that these combinations of capital may be carried too far. 
To Illustrate: A boot and shoe factory may be a welcome 
factor In the business of the world, but if all the boot 
and shoe factories should combine to prevent others from 
starting, thus controlling the prices of boots and shoes. 
It would be an evil and a wrong of the first magnitude. 


The difficulty lies in drawing the line between combin- 


ations which are Indispenslble and those which are un- 
necessary and unjurft. 
But the fact that the problem is 


a hard one Is no reason why no attempt should be made 
to remedy the evils of unjust and Improper combinations. 
To claim, as some writers do. that they are a natural ev- 
olution and hence should not be curbed, Is equivalent 
to saying that whatever Is. Is right and 'cannot or should 
not be changed. 


Insofar as the objectionable trusts ore a natural evo- 


lution they have grown out of the cupidity of man. A 
comparatively few individual* have "discovered" that by 
monopolizing certain industries they can enormously swell 
their profits. 
If a few Individuals can thus combine for 


the purpose of Increasing their profits at the expense of 
the great mass of the people, there Is no apparent reason 
why the latter should not also combine for their own pro- 
tection. This can be done In no other way than by wise 
and prudent legislation, giving to the people as a whole 
the largest measure of relief possible without crippling 
Industry and retarding the world's progress. 
The aim 


of the people should be to secure such legislation—the aim 
of the mopopolles certainly Is to prevent it. 


The great monopolies are doing their work mainly 


through the Republican organization. Hence when we 
scan the national legislation which from time to time is 
proposed, we find that, allowing for individual differences 
of opinion In general the Democratic leaders are seeking 
for measures which will give the people the largest degree 
of relief possible without crippling industry, while those 
Ht the head of the Republican party are anxiously cast- 
Ins about for something which will do the trusts the least 
possible harm and still have the appearance of responding 
to a popular demand. In brief, the Republican leaders are 
striving to satisfy-the people without alienating and losing 
the support of the trusts.

An application by M. J. McLaughltn 


for a position on the police force waa 
read and referred to Chihef Leeper. 


A letter was received from M. J. 


Kelsey, an eastern man, offering his 
services in the event that the city con- 
templated extensive Improvements. The 
clerk was instructed to reply to Mr. 
Kelsey stating that his services are 


not needed. 


Sardis Summerfleld, the attorney, on 


behalf of Mr. Stevens, asked permiss- 
ion to move a house, a portion of which 
encroaches upon land owned by Mr. 
Corseglia on Second street and within 
the flre limits. 
City Attorney Wil- 


liams stated the ordinance does not 
distinguish between property on an- 
other man's land and property proper- 
ly located and for this reason was not 
prepared to render an opinion. 
It ap- 


pears that Mr. Stevens' property now 
rests on about twenty inches of Mr. 
Corseglla's land. 
Mr. Corseglla has 


set a price on the land, which Mr. 
Stevens refuses to meet, deciding to 
move first. 
The matter in all proba- 


bility will be taken into the courts 
for settlement. 
A few weeks ago Mr. 


Corseglla made application for a per- 
mit to move his house from one por- 
tion of his lot to another. 
This was 


opposed in a way by Mr. Stevens. Last 
night's proceedings were in a manner 
similar, the only difference being that 
Mr. Corseglla demanded that If Ste- 
vens be granted the privilege, similar 
courtesies be extended to htm. 


Mr. Htnkle, who lives in the western 


portion of the city again appeared ask- 
ing for permission to burn rubbish 
from his property within the city lim- 
its. 
The Council at a former meet- 


ing denied this request and as no ac- 
tion was taken last night the order 
will remain in force. 


Three licenses, one f§r 
the 
RUBS 


House, the other for the Golden Eagle 
hotel and the other for the Railroad 
saloon, were granted. 
These licenses 


are practically transfers, the former 
owners having sold their establish- 
ments. 


A 
man 
named 
Carey 
appeared 


through his counsel Mr. Huskey, and 
asked damages to the extent of $200. 
Carey claims he fell off a sidewalk on 
Lake street in front of the Europa ho- 
tel, sustaining a painful sprain. 
His 


injuries, he figured, resulted In dam- 
age to the amount named. The Council 
will discuss the matter more fully at 
a meeting tonight. 


The Council also accepted deeds to 


streets and alleys for the new Alt- 
kin addition. 
This action practically 


accepts the tract as an official portion 
of Reno. 


Regular monthly bills were allowed 


and approved. 
A committee consist- 


ing of the Council, the Mayor, City At- 
torney and engineer was appointed to 
examine Riverside avenue and make a 
report relative to official street cor- 
ners. 


The Council will meet again this ev- 


ening.
